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1. DURING DINNER AT FRG AMBASSADOR'S, NOVEMBER 30, 
AMBASSADOR MALIK APPROACHED ME TO COMMENT ON OUR RESPEC- 
TIVE CONVERSATIONS WITH SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM THAT 
AFTERNOON WHEN SYG HANDED US INFORMAL TEXT OF SIX POINT 
EGYPTIAN DEMARCHE (USUN 5280). IN LOW-KEY MANNER, MALIK 
SAID MIDDLE EAST SITUATION LOOKED SERIOUS AND WE HAD 
RECEIVED BAD NEWS FROM SYG. HE DID NOT MENTION ISRAELIS 

BY NAME NOR ATTEMPT TO LOAD BLAME ON THEM FOR BREAK OFF 
OF CONVERSATIONS AT KILOMETER 101. 1 REPLIED THAT NEWS 
WAS DISHEARTENING BUT THAT WE WOULD PROBABLY HAVE TO 
EXPECT UPS AND DOWNS IN THE SITUATION AND THAT IT SEEMED 
TO ME IMPORTANT THING WAS TO CONTINUE TO BRING INFLUENCE 
ON BOTH SIDES TO KEEP TALKING. MALIK DID NOT DISAGREE. 

2. INDICATING THAT HE FOUND REFERENCE OFFENSIVE, MAI, IK

AS SUPER POWERS. 

3. IN GENERAL CONVERSATION AFTER DINNER WITH GROUP,

SUBSIDED AND HAS NOT ONCE MENTIONED MATTER SINCE SECRETARY'S 
CONVERSATION WITH WALDHEIM NOVEMBER 23.
